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FREE  PUBLIC  EXHIBITION

OLD  STAFFORDSHIRE 

INCLUDING  RARE  ANGLO-AMERICAN  BLUE  AND  WHITE  EXAMPLES 

A  recent  interesting  article  in  the  New  York  Times  of  August  2,  1925,  by 
Walter  Storey,  calls  attention  to  the  increasing  demand  for,  and  interest  in, 
these  old  scenes  of  early  New  York  and  elsewhere,  sketched  by  English  artists 
for  their  factories  between  1818  and  1840  (in  the  case  of  the  dark  blue  plates) 
and  potted  by  Adams,  Stevenson,  Clews  and  others, — not  excepting  Wedgwoods 
themselves.
